In  a recent  Federal  Qlvil  Service  Biweekly  Newsletter  it  was  indicated  that  the 
plan  to  combine  Civil  Service  retirement  and  social  security  would  not  result  in 
! the  Civil  Service  Retirement's  system  being  abandoned.  The  following  information 
i explains  the  Administration's  new  plan  as  contatned  in  the  above  referred  to  news- 
letter. 

In  a speech  delivered  in  Kansas  City,  Civil  Service  Commission  Chairman  Philip 
Young  sought  to  allay  employe  fears  of  the  Administration's  pending  new  plan  to 
give  most  Federal  workers  the  advantage  of  both  Social  Security  coverage  and 
Civil  Service  Retirement  System  coverage* 

The  President  has  promised  to  send  the  plan  to  Congress  early  in  the  next  session* 
Under  it,  employes  with  less  than  three  years'  Federal  service  would  have  Social 
^ Security  coverage  only*  Others  would  have  both  Social  Security  and  Civil  Service 
Retirement  coverage  — - with  considerable  increase  in  benefits,  and  at  a cost 

ordinarily  less  than  the  present  cost  of  Social  Security  benefits  alone* 

Mr.  Young’s  speech  was  delivered  for  him  by  Civil  Service  Commission  Executive 
Director  John  Macy.  He  said: 

•’I  want  to  emphasize  that  coordination  (of  the  two  systems)  will  not  result,  as 
some  employes  seem  to  fear,  in  merging  the  two  systems;  on  the  contrary.  Civil 
Service  retirement  should  and  will  definitely  retain  its  identity  as  a separate 
system, 

"Briefly,' what  we  plan  to  propose  is  that  Government  eirployes  be  covered  by  both 
Civil  Service  retirement  and  Social  Security,  with  such  admust merits  as  may  be 
necessary  to  give  them  both  systems  at  the  least  possible  cost* 

] "This  plan  follows  the  general  practice  in  private  industry,  where  company  pen- 
sion plans  are  designed  to  take  full  advantage  of  social  security  benefits*  In 
no  case  have  industry  pension  plans  been  scrapped  in  favor  of  Social  Security——. 

I "The  extension  of  Social  Security  to  Government  employes  may  prove  to  be  the 
I best  thing  that  could  happen  to  Civil  Service  Retirement.  It  may  be  the  means  of 
' protecting  the  system  against  charges  that  would  seriously  weaken  it*  It  may 
also  serve  to  keep  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  System  from  becoming  so  costly 
, that  the  Congress  would  be  unwilling  to  authorise:’  the  necessary  expenditure  of 
1 public  funds  to  keep  it  in  operation."

Someone  noticed  the  amount  of  icy  c'^ntribution  and  comraented;  "I  am  proud  of  you,

The  lady  at  the  nursery 
checked  ray  application  and  figured  ray  expenses  and  income  and  gave  me  a daily  fee  of  60 
cents  a day  for  each  child.  She  told  me  the  expense  of  child  care  in  the  nursery  was 
52.00  per  child  per  day,  but  the  51.40  a day  would  be  taken  care  of  and  that  I could  pay 

later.  I had  so  much  to  think  of  and  do  with  5 children  I never  questioned  her.  I ; 

guess  I thought  it  was  paid  for  by  "Taxes".  But  now  that  I’ve  read  Community  Chest  facts 
I know  that  the  Dallas  Community  Chest  furnished  by  cliildren  their  nursery  care  for 
nearly  four  months  almost  free.  They  never  mentioned  to  me  the  finances,  nor  asked  for 
more  money,  even  wTien  I asked  about  it.  The  nursery  was  a good  place  for  day  care  and 
the  children  enjoyed  it  and  benefited  by  it  greatly  and  looked  forward  to  the  day  at 
school  with  their  little  friends  and  wonderful  teachers.  i 

Yes,  I gave  one  day’s  pay.  But  I owe  a big,  big  debt  to  the  Community  Chest.  If  you  j 

were  one  of  the  people  who  helped  contribute  the  $650.00  and  made  the  facilities  avail-  ' 
able  when  my  cliildren  needed  it,  I am  grateful  to  you.  The  children  will  always  remember 
"Nursery  School".  Thanks;  maybe  I can  do  as  much  for  you  sometime.
